Although H1N1 vaccine production is getting a slow start, the CDC 
does not expect vaccine shortage. Everyone who wants H1N1 vaccine should 
be able to get it over the next few weeks and months. 

“Were pleased so many people came out to get a dose of vaccine; > said 
Joshua Meyerson, MD, Medical Director for the Health Department of 
Northwest Michigan. “But there were few school age kids at the clinics. Ba- 
bies six months old through young adults age 24 are in the CDC’s vaccine: 
priority groups. Offering clinics for middle and high school students during 
their school day is one way to reach large‘numbers of adolescents in a way 
that is convenient for their parents.” 

HINI vaccination clinics will not be offered in elementary schools, 
Meyerson said. “Most younger children want mom or dad or someone else 
close to them when they get vaccinated,’ he said. For younger children and 
others in the vaccine priority groups who have not received H1N1 vaccine 
yet, appointments are available in Health Department offices in Mancelona, 
Charlevoix, Petoskey/Harbor Springs, and Gaylord while vaccine supplies 
last. Children under age nine need a second dose of HIN1 vaccine 28 days 
after the first dose to be fully protected; parents can schedule appointments 
for them at Health Department offices. ; 

Many communities have experienced one wave of flu activity, causing 
many area schools to close to slow down the spread of the virus. H1N1 vacci- 
nation is recommended even for students who have already had the flu, un- 
less they have laboratory confirmation that the specific flu strain was H1N1. 

“Flu activity is highly unpredictable? said Joshua Meyerson, MD, Med- 
ical Director for the Health Department of Northwest Michigan. “The CDC 
is carefully watching flu activity in the U.S. to see if it will continue to mirror 
the flu pandemic in the late 1950s, which had waves in the spring and fall— 
like we've had--followed by another major wave in January. If there is an- 

‘other wave of flu this winter, the more people who are vaccinated against 
HINI1, the better. As we've already seen, flu outbreaks can be very disruptive 
in families and in communities.”

The plot is both 
whimsical and adventurous, with an 
enraptured spirit. 

Early in his trip, the main charac- 


- ter hears a voice in a language he does 


not recognize or understand. That 
voice belongs to a great Native Ameri- 
can spirit. 

The spirit whisks the boy from the 
train and escorts him to a myriad of 
beautiful northern Michigan sights. 
Puzzle clues are contained in this 


journey, and the challenge for the 
reader is to determine the boy’s final 
destination. 

Charlevoix Hospital Foundation 


' Executive Director Lyn Jenks is cred- 


ited with the creation of the idea. A 
thirty-year veteran of fundraising 
strategies, she said, “Our board and 


- myself had been thinking hard about 


ways to revitalize our fundraising. We 
wanted something new that was af- 
fordable and provided something of 
value, and we wanted something that 
would make people smile” 

The idea began to gel on her com- 


mute to work one morning as she 


thought back on a book called “Mas- 
querade’, published in the 1970s. The 
author wrote a story that also offered 


‘clues to a puzzle, and an actual buried 


treasure. It took his readers three 
years to solve. 

“First of all? according to Ms. 
Jenks, “There is no treasure buried 


anywhere associated with our project... 


You don’t even have to leave your liv- 
ing room to solve the mystery, but we 
hope people will. Secondly, even 
though we would describe this puzzle 
as challenging, it is not as difficult as 
the one in “Masquerade”. 

Author of the book is Charlevoix 


resident and “star” volunteer (accord- ' 


ing to Jenks) Patty Aikin. She de- 
scribed her writing experience. “It 
was, from the beginning, a joy and a 
genuine adventure. As I pored over 


_ books and sources recommended by 
_ Frank Ettwageshik, I lived inside some 


of the classic northern Michigan sto- 
ries of the Odawa, early settlers and 
the land we love. -I also carried my 
grandson on the journey in my head 
as I wrote, which was wonderful. The 
only challenge came from construct- 


ing sentences in Odawa, because it isa 


spoken language influenced region- 
ally. It took me weeks to construct a 


few sentences.” 


She continued, “It was also an 
enormous pleasure to work with Lyn, 
who has a great innovative and cre- - 
ative brain. As we worked, we would 
laugh or often cry over an idea, a 
milestone, and particularly when we

There stands this knobby-legged little girl who doesn't have 
a clue about life or how to cope with things that scare her. ¢ 
It's sink or swim, kid. Go for it! . It is easy to see why such - 

. children tend to become more peer “dependent because of 
the jostling they get at too early an age. Research shows that, 
if these tender little boys and girls can be kept at home for a, 
few more years and shielded from the impact of social pres- 
sure, they tend to be more confident, more independent, F 
and often emerge as leaders three or four years later. =, 

If acquainting them with ridicule, rejection, physical “ 
threats and the rigors of the pecking order is necessary to ; 
socialize our children, I'd recommend that we keep them _ 
unsocialized for a little longer.

QU ESTI ON: Don't you think home schooling might nega- 


tively impact the socialization process? I don't want my chil- 
dren growing up to be misfits.

DR. DOBSON: This is i question ive-schotling parents 


hear most often from curious (or critical) friends, relatives, 

and neighbors. "Socialization" is a vague, dark cloud hanging 

over their heads. What if teaching at home somehow isolates 

the kids and turns them into oddballs? For you and all those 

parents who see this issue as the great danger of home educa- 
tion, I would respectfully disagree -- for these reasons. 

First, to remove a child from the classroom is not neces- 
sarily to confine him or her to the house! And once beyond 
the schoolyard gate, the options are practically unlimited! - 
Home-school support groups are surfacing in community 
after community across the country. Some are highly organ- 
ized and offer field trips, teaching co-ops, tutoring services, 
social activities and various other assistances and resources. 

_ There are home-schooling athletic leagues, and orchestras 
_and other activities. Even if you're operating completely on 
your own, there are outings to museums and parks, visits to .

This was important be- 
cause in 1901 hemlock 
bark was the critical 
agent in the process of 
converting raw hides to 
leather. 


- _ So, on May10, 1901, workmen began 
digging the foundations for the Tannery. 

_ The Tannery was involved in the oper- 
ation of transforming a stiff, hairy hide into 
flexible pieces of shoe leather. The hides 
came here mainly by rail from Africa, Aus- 


Upon the site of the Harborage Con- 
dominiums once was located the Boyne 
City Tannery Company. November 27th 
“commemorates the closing of the leather- 


The history of the Tannery began 
somewhere around the turn of the century, 
‘when two men got together. One was 
- William H. White, Boyne's most prosper- 
ous lumber baron. The other was a-30-year 
old experienced Canadian tanner, 


William Sutherland Shaw su 


_ tralia and South America—especially 
Paraguay and Argentina. 

In 1902, the BOYNE CITIZEN re- © 
ported that Shaw had a $150,000 capital in- 
vestment in the Tannery. He had 75 men 
on the payroll, paying them an average of 
$1.85 per day. He needed 500 cords of 
hemlock bark per month to tan 2,500,000 
pounds of-leather worth $500,000. From 
1901 to about 1925 the processing method 
used at the Tannery was called vegetable 
tanning, meaning hemlock bark rather 


than 


was used in the tanning process. People 
throughout the United Stated walked on 
the shoes whose soles were produced in

hands and knees trying to help the employee, 
fix the problem. 

In 1938, he sold his interest to the Howe. 
Leather Company in Boston, a company he 
had business connections with throughout his 
leather-making life. He moved to Oregon and 

his home here was vacated. The Boyne City 
burial records state that his ashes were sent 
from Oregon to be placed beside his wife in the 
Maple Lawn Cemetery on July 28, 1973. The 
records stated that he died at 76 years of age 
which would make his death around 1945. 

The Tannery survived the passing of the 
lumbering era, persevered during the chaos of 
the depression and stubbornly remained the 
backbone of Boyne's economy for 68 years. Fi- 
nally, due to the development of the synthetic 
shoe goods and the demanded implementation 
of necessary, but costly pollution control 

equipment, the Tannery was forced to close. 
With the demise of the Tannery, on November 
27, 1969, the last remnants of Boyne’ s lumber 
era faded into the past.

More corn equals less deer

As firearms deer season opened 
this week, the Department of Natural 
Resources informed hunters that the 
corn harvest is further behind schedule 
this fall than at any t time in the last 20 


As of Nov. 8, only 16 percent of the 
field corn crop has been harvested 
statewide. Although the corn harvest 
can proceed rapidly if the weather al- 
lows, thé moisture content in the corn 

_ is still very high and some farmers have 
suggested they did not intend to har- 
vest until after firearm season began. 
The last five years, an average of 80 per- 
cent of the corn harvest has occurred 
by Nov. 15. 

“If substantial amounts of stand- 
ing corn remain as of opening day of 
firearms season, the bulk of Michigan 

- hunters in areas with corn production 
can expect to see fewer deer,’ said DNR 
deer research biologist Brent Rudolph. 
“Where there is standing corn, deer 
will not be restricted to seeking cover 
in brushy or forested areas.”
